Dear Playgoer: 


Shirley Booth will once again entertain Playhouse audiences in next week’s pro- 
duction of “The Torchbearers,’ by George Kelly—author of the immortal comedy “The 
Show Off,” the Pulitzer prize-winning “Craig’s Wife,’ and recently “The Fatal Weak- 
ness.” Miss Booth first appeared at the Cape Playhouse in 1955 at the Shirley Booth 
Festival, in which she ran the gamut of human emotions in “Vinegar Tree,’ “Time of 
the Cuckoo,” “My Sister Hileen,” and ‘(Come Back Little Sheba.’ She returned to Dennis 
in 1958 to star in “Hay Fever,’ and again in 1959 to play “Nina.” Miss Booth’s movie 
credits include “Hot Spell” and “The Matchmaker,’ with Tony Perkins. Television 
audiences will recognize Miss Booth as the inimitable Hazel on the long-running comedy 
series of that name.
